NATURE OF 

INCIDENT: 


On Tuesday, June 16, 2009, at approximately 1915 hours, deputies working on the 
3000 floor of Men's Central Jail began conducting the distribution of inmate 
medication. The process involves deputies escorting tne inmates from inside the 
module and onto the hallway. The inmates are instructed to form a line, and face the 
wall. 


As the process began, an inmate, later identified as Suspect Ryan Roberts exited the 
3600/3800 module. As Suspect Roberts exited the module, he suddenly ran to his left, 
towards the 3000 Floor Control Booth. Deputy Lance Moorman, who was standing in 
the 3000 hailway, began shouting to Suspect Roberts, ordering him to stop. 


Fearing that Suspect Roberts was attempting to attack deputy personnel, or other 
inmates, Deputy Moorman began chasing the suspect. Deputy who was 
standing several feet behind Deputy Moorman, also gave chase. Deputy Moorman 
was able to catch Suspect Roberts, a few feet away from the 3000 Floor Control 
Booth. 


Deputy Moorman took hold of Suspect Roberts, and wrapped his (Deputy Moorman’s) 
arms around his upper torso. Deputy Moorman utilized his weight and took the 
suspect down, causing Suspect Roberts to land face-first onto the concrete floor. 
Once on the floor, Suspect Roberts began swinging his elbows and kicking his feet. 
Deputy Moorman then utilized his Oleoresin Capsicum, spraying the suspect’s face. 


Deputy and Deputy [J ouicky responded and assisted Deputy 
Moorman. Suspect Roberts continued to swing his elbows and kick his feet. Deputy 
truck the suspect in the left rib cage area, several times, utilizing his right 
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knee. 


As Deputy responded to assist, the suspect attempted to strike him with his 
elbow. ry ee the suspect several times on each ankle, with his 
flashlight, as the suspect was kicking his legs. The strikes were ineffective, as the 
suspect continued to kick. Dep. ty lle ok the suspect several more times with 
his flashlight, behind the suspect’s knees. The strikes were effective, causing the 
suspect to cease kicking his feet. 


[AB Note: Deputy EE flashlight is a Department approved metal 
“Streamlight,” 13 inches long. 


The deputies were then able to handcuff Suspoct Roborts, without further incidont. 
Suspect Roberis was taken to the Men's Central Jail Clinic, where he was initially 
treated for his injuries. Suspect Roberls was subsequenily transporied to the Los 
Angeles County - University of Southern California Medical Center (LCMC), where it 
was determined that he had sustained a fractured jaw. The 3000 floor Sergeant, 
Matthew Ohnemus HE conducted a search of witnesses to the incident, but did 
not find any. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rod Kusch was notified, and Sergeant Carlos Flores 
responded to Men's Central Jail to conduct an administrative review of the incident. 
The following review is based on written documentation and interviews of witnesses, 
involved deputies, and medical staff.

Deputy Lance Moorman FY was interviewed on June 23 , 2009 at 1435 hours, 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Dana Chemnitzer. The 
interview was conducted at Men’s Central Jail. Deputy Moorman agreed to be 
interviewed without representation, and the interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Moorman said he authored an Incident Report, documenting the event, and his 
actions (Exhibit A). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of the 
incident. 


Refer to Deputy Moorman’s verbatim interview transcript in this case book, and his 
Incident Report, for further details. 


IAB Note: Deputy Moorman’s report indicates that it is three pages long. 
Deputy Moorman advised Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos 
Flores that the report is actually two pages long and does not 
contain a page labeled “2 of 3.” 


Deputy NN ANNE was interviewed on June 23, 2008 at 1414 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Dana Chemnitzer. The interview 
was conducted at Men's Central Jail. Deputylfagreed to be interviewed without 
representation, and the interview was digitally audio recorded for review. 


Deputy I said he authored a Supplemental Report, documenting the eveni, and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident.

Deputy OO EO was interviewed on July 10, 2009 at 0700 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. The interview was conducted at Men’s 
Central Jail. Deputy agreed to be interviewed without representation, and the 
interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy said he authored a Supplemental Report, documenting the event, and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident.

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SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Roberts was interviewed by the Men's Centra! Jail Watch Commander. 
Lieutenant Thomas Shannon ee er Sergeant Matthew Ohnemus +B 
The interview was conducted on June 16, 2009, at1942 hours, in the Men’s Central 
Jail Clinic. The interview was video recorded. 


Suspect Roberts said that he walked out of the 3600/3800 module in order to receive 
his daily medication. He said that he mistakenly turned to his left as he exited the 
module, and he heard somebody shout out to him. Suspect Roberts said he also heard 
footsteps behind him, as if somebody was chasing him. He said that he feared that 
somebody was going to try to kill him, so he began running. 


Suspect Roberts said he saw a deputy in front of him, and he (Suspect Roberts) laid 
down on the floor. He said he believed that the deputy would protect him from 
whomever was chasing him. Suspect Roberts said somebody jumped on top of him, 
and he was struck with a flashlight on his jaw, legs anc ankles. He said he was also 
“pepper sprayed.” 


IAB Note: Suspect Roberts initially said he was struck on his jaw with a 
flashlight. He later stated that he was not sure what had struck his 
jaw. 


Suspect Roberts said he did not know that it was deputies that had jumped on top of 
him until after he was “pepper sprayed” and handcuffed. Suspect Roberts said he did 
not try to defend himself, nor did he try to get up off the floor after he laid down. 
Suspect Roberts said he heard the deputies shouting commands to him, after they 
“pepper sprayed” him. 


Suspect Roberts said that he has been threatened several times, by other inmates, 
since being housed in Men's Central Jail. He said he told the psychiatrist that he 
needed to be placed in a “one-man” ceil because people were trying to kill him. 
Suspect Roberts said that when he exited the module, he thought the people that had 
been threatening him were about to atiack him. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Chnemus’ and Lieutenant Shannon's interview of 
Suspect Roberts was video recorded. A copy of the recording is 
included in this case book. See Exhibit G. 


Suspect Roberis was interviewed on June 18, 2009 at 1145 hours, by internal Affairs 
Sergeant Carlos Flores. The interview was conducted at the Inmate Reception Center, 
and was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Roberts’ statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Sergeant Ohnemus and Lieutenant Shannon. 
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However, he did add that he believed he was “knocked unconscious,” after being 
struck on the face. Suspect Roberts also stated that he believed there were at least 
eight deputies involved. 


Suspect Roberts reiterated that he had been threatened by several inmates since 
arriving at Men’s Central Jail. He said he truly believed that the inmates who had 
threatened him were about to attack him, so he ran. Suspect Roberts said he did not 
resist, punch or kick the deputies during the incident. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Justin Bravo Po 


Deputy Justin Bravo was working the 3000 Floor Control Booth when the incident 
occurred. Deputy Bravo was unavailable for an interview with Internal Affairs Bureau 
sergeants due to going on “Family Leave,” beginning on June 21, 2009. 


Deputy Bravo authored a Supplemental Report (Exhibit B) which articulates what he 
witnessed during the incident. Deputy Bravo did not use any force during this incident.

SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 


Suspect Roberts was transported to LCMC, located at 2051 Marengo Street in Los 
Angeles. He was then treated for his injuries. During his treaiment it was determined 
that Suspect Roberts sustained a fractured jaw. 


Sergeant Flores observed that Suspect Roberts’ jaw appeared to be swollen. The 
suspect's mouth had been wired shut by medical personnel. His forehead also 
appeared to be slightly swollen. Sergeant Fiores also observed that Suspect Roberts’ 
ankles appeared to be slightly swollen. Suspect Roberts complained of pain to his 
head, body and legs. 


IAB Note: Digital photographs were taken of Suspect Roberts’ injuries and 
are included in this report. See Exhibit F. Suspect Roberts’ 
injuries were also video recorded during his interview with 
Lieutenant Shannon. See Exhibit G. Suspect Roberts signed a 
Disclosure of Medical Records Form, which is included in this 
report (Exhibit F). Sergeant Flores was provided with a copy of 
the Hospital’s Discharge summary. See Exhibit F.

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

No physical evidence was collected at the scene. 
INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


Due to the time lapse between the incident and medical diagnosis of a fracture, 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores responded to the scene several hours 
after the incident. The scene is a hallway consisting of a concrete floor and block walis.

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WEATHER CONDITIONS AND LIGHTING CONDITIONS: 


The incident occurred in a well lit hallway at Men’s Central Jail 
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
